Accordingly, 706.02 (b) (D) 
was inapplicable. 

Examiner did indicate that an unequivocal affidavit under 37 C.F.R. 1.132 would 
overcome the 102(e) rejection in that the subject matter in US 6,864,198 was invented by a 
common inventor in the present application. Applicants indicated that they would submit 
such an affidavit.
